Exposure by George E. Nye of the “ politic- 
al conspiracy’ against Charles 8. Deneen 
created a sensation among west side repub- 
licans and has caused another break in the 
Lorimer machine. 

A number of Fred M. Blount’s lieutenants, 
headed by Senator Frank C. Farnum, left 
the Lorimer-Blount combination in the Thir- 
teenth ward and are out in support of Mr. 
Deneen for governor. Senator Farnum ap- 
peared at the Deneen headquarters yester- 
day and assured Roy O. West that from now 
on he and his friends will do all they can 
in behalf of the state's attorney. 

It developed that the Blount crowd had 
engaged in a bitter fight over the ques- 
tion of Nye’s becoming a candidate for alder- 
man. A faction of the ward organization 
wanted him put forward, and he was willing 
to make the race. He was the senators 
choice, and, having worked for the machine 
in season and out, his friends felt that ~he 
was entitled to recognition. But it seems 
that he was not satisfactory, and therefore 
he was forced to give up his candidacy in 
the interest of some person acceptable to 
Lorimer and Blount.

WANTS NEW MOVING DAY. 


REAL ESTATE MAN ‘WOULD 
CHANGE DATE TO JULY 1. 


R. N. Lloyd Argues That Weather May 
Be Bad May 1, That School Arrange- 
ments Are Interfered With, and 
Transactions Are Hampered—Other 
Agents See Merit in Reasoning, but 
Favor Having Expiration of Leases 
in the Fall. 


A real estate dealer yesterday suggested 
that the date of the annual spring migration 
period, when van men are annoyingly in- 
dependent and the air is filled with carpet 
dust and swear words, be changed from May 
1 to July 1. 

It is a problem of importance to every 
woman who has indulged in wall papering, 
window washing, carpet beating, scrubbing, 
mending, and perspiring, and every man 
who has wrestled with furniture and eaten 
his meals off the sideboard in the kitchen. 

R. N. Lioyd, 1242 East Ravenswood Park, 
was the iconoclastic real estate agent, and 
his reasons for the change in the date of the 
leasing period—barring the fact that he does 
not seem to have consulted any feminine 
experts—appear practical in spots to other 
real estate men. 


Gives Reasons for Change, 


Mr. Lloyd makes the following argument: 

It appears to me that it is a great mistake to 
have the majority of leases of residences, flats, 
stores, and offices expire on the 30th day of April. 
It often disturbs the school arrangements for the 
children. The severe weather frequently is pro- 
longed into April or later, and we find prospective 
purchasers are diffident about venturing out of 
doors to look at property in rough weather. 

The mild, open weather does not come until t 
landiord has demanded an answer about the corm- 
ing year, and the prospective purchaser fears /he 
may lose the chance to renew his lease where he is 
and decides to rent another year, feeling that he 
has not time to look up property to purchase. 

Those who wish to build in the spring are delayed 
until it is too late to complete their building in 
time to secure the spring renting market. 

I believe there would be more real estate trans- 
actions and more buildings with more sure results 
in renting them if the moving day could be changed 
to the first day of July. If the majority of agents 
and as many landlords as possible would agree 
to make a fourteen months’ lease next year it ap- 
pears to me there would be a grand reform. 


Women Must Be Considered. 


“Tt would never do,” was the consensus 
of opinion of the real eetate men of Chicago. 
“Mr. Lioyd has not taken into considera- 
tion the women. With them there would be 
no leases and no real estate agents.” All 
egreed that it would he better to have part 
of the leases expire May 1 and part of them 
in the fall, but July 1 was not considered 
practical. 

“The women never would consent to July 
1,” said William A. Bond, “ Most of them 
have come to regard moving time as syneny- 
mous with housecleaning time. They would 
not clean house twice, and they would not 
be willing to defer the pleasant task until 
July 1.’’ 

“The women would oppose it,” said C. 8. | 
Ennis of George W. Cobb & Co. ‘** May 1 
has become the moving day by custom, and 
I don’t see how it can be changed. That it 
prevents tenants from inspecting property

DIES AT SARANAC LAKE.

Robert Taber’s fame in this country rested 
almost entirely on his association during 
the early '90s with Julia Marlowe. Since he 
took up his residence and prof nal activ- 
ity in London in 1897, American playgoers 
have not had an opportunity to see him. 

Born in 1865 at Staten Island, N. Y., Mr. 
Taber made his first appearance as an actor 
in 1886 in New York, playing the small role 
of Amiens in “ As You Like It,”’ the Rosalina 
of the cast being Mme. Modjeska. His abil- 
ity was such that he rapidly rose in his pro- 
fession, finally becoming a member of the 
organization in which the then orightly 
dawning dramatic star, Julia Marlowe, was 
the central figure. 

In Philadelphia, on May 14, 1895, Mr. Taber 
and Miss Marlowe were married, and the 
public was happy in talking of a romance in 
real life, as interesting and as attractive as 
were those the players presentea so admira- 
bly on the stage. Mr. Taber as Romeo, to 
Miss Marlowe's Juliet, as Orlando to her 
Rosalind, and as opposite to her in all tne 
love comedies and tragedies she presented 
was recognized as her artistic complement, 
and by many persons as her histrionic equal. 

The financial prosperity of the company 
suffered, however, when Miss Marlowe 
ceased to exist professionally and became 
Mrs. Robert Taber. Managerial advice 
urged the dropping of the head line, ‘* Mr. 
and Mrs. Robert Taber,’ which had adorned 
the company’s bills for over two years, and 
Miss Marlowe, without consulting her hus- 
band, it is said, signed a contract which 
should mean her return before the public as 
Miss Julia Marlowe, and made no provisfon 
for Mr. Taber as a member of her company.

Albany, N. Y., March'9.—[Speélal.]—Eras- 


tus Dow Palmer, famous as an American yf 


pioneer sculptor, died here at 6 o’clock this 

evening in his eighty-seventh year. He had" 
been in declining health all winter, and this 

morning relapsed into a state of coma from 

which he never awoke. 


Noted Works Designed by Him. 

Mr. Palmer was the designer of many 
notable works of sculpture, including the 
statues of Chancellor Robert R. Livingston, 
in the capitol at Washington and the Court 
of Appeals at Albany; the “Angel at the 
Sépulcher,” in the rural cemetery at Albany, 
and a number of other works now in the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, New York, 
and in private collections. 

He is survived by his wife, one son, Waiter 
Launt Palmer, the landscape artist, and 
four daughters—Mrs. W. H. Fassett of Lon- 
don, England, Mrs. Gavit of this city, and 
Mrs. Frank Burton and Mra. Olive T. Jaffray 
of Minneapolis—and twelve grandchildren 
and two great-grandchildren. 

Famous, but Staid in Albany. 

The notable fact in connection with Mr. 
Palmer, so far as Albany is concerned, is 
that he is the special exception to the un- 
written rule that men of mark may make 
their start in Albany but they mustgooner 
or later leave it. He began his work as a 
sculptor in Albany, and was never tempted 
to leave this home of his choice. In Albany 
have beén done most of his works of art; 
with the life.of the city he has identified his 
own; here were most of his children born, and 
here to the home fireside they return from 
London, where his eldest daughter has lived 
for many years, and from Minneapolis, where 
two more daughters make their home. 

It was in Utica that his artistic impulses 
first took definite form in the production of 
an exquisite cameo portrait of Mrs. Palmer. 
This attracted a degree of attention which 
amazed the artist, and he found himself com- 
pelled to abandon his trade of patternmaker, 
in which he was a past master, to fill the or- 
ders for cameos, which fairly inundated him, 
Summoned to Albany upon this business, he 
eventually eut more than 100 portrait cameos, 
_ achieved a reputation in this line which 

other Ameri has ever equaled. 

The first of the larger works were portrait 
this form much of his best work 
has been done. Wider attention has, of 
course, been attracted by the more imposing 
statues, in heroic size, of Robert R. Livings- 
ton and ** The Angel at the Sepulcher.”’ 

Never Had an Instructor. 

Emphasis should be laid ~ three crowning 
facts about this Albany sculptor. The first 
of them is the fact that he never studied art 
under any instructor. Inherent genius and 
an instinctive love of the beautiful in human 
form were his preceptors from the beginning. 

The second fact is that he never competed 
for prizes or honors of any kind, and to a de- 
gree thatis simply absolute has scorned those 
methods of self-advantement, to say nothing 
of self-advertising, which have often lowered 
the tone of art, even while they enhanced the 
reputation of those who resorted to them. 

Calverley was with Mr. Palmer for fifteen 
years, and, while there can be no doubt that 
his talemt would have found due expression 
in any case, it cannot be doubted that the 
influence and teaching of Palmer have played 
a large part in his success.

derer should die. There would have been 
no stich outburst of lawless indignation if | 
the criminal had been a white man. The 
city; which has a population of 40,000, has 
a good sized police force, which would have 
held the jail against any mob which was 
not hunting for a negro. 

Never is crime so abhorrent in this country 
as when it is committed by a black man. 
A murder committed by him is infinitely 
more detestable than one committed by a 
white man. The offense is so much more 
heinous that the community will not con- 
sent to await the slow processes of the law. 
It will not give the black murderer the bene- 
fit of a trial by jury. That is the white 
man’s constitutional right, but it is not the 
black man’s. 

That it is a crime to be black was illus- 
trated the day after the lynching when a 
mob raised the cry of “ Burn the niggers 
out!” The mob proceeded to destroy by 
fire that part of the city in which the 
negroes lived. The colored people whose 
homes were burnt up were not responsible 
for Dixon’s crime. They had committed no 
acts .of violence because of his lynching. 
They were the victims of a race prejudice 
which is now stronger in some parts of the 
north than in the south. 

What are black men and women who have 
made their homes in northern cities where 
colorphobia is rampant to do? They are 
treated as if they were jointly responsible 
for the crimes committed by one of their 
number. If ninety-nine out of a hundred are 
industrious and peaceful but the hundredth 
man is a criminal] the ninety-nine must suffer 
because of his crimes. ‘The blacks used to 
flee from the south to the north, which they 
looked on as the land of freedom and of 
peace, Have conditions changed so greatly 
that the inoffensive, industrious black man 
must go south to get out of the way of mobs? 


ANOTHER PACIFIO ROAD. 

There is to be another transcontinental 
railroad which will be, when built; and 
probably will continue to be, the northern- 
most of them all. The fears and doubts of 
the British stockholders of the Grand Trunk 
have been overcome and they have con-. 
sented to commit, that line to a $125,000,000 
extension. That is the sum which it is 
estimated will be required to build from 
Quebec to Port Simpson on the Pacific, with 
the exception of a section between North 
bay, on Georgian bay, and Winnipeg, which 
the dominion government will take care of. 

Whether the sum mentioned will be suffi- 
cient and whether, if it is, the outlay will 
be profitable are matters which the future 
must determine. When the Northern Pa- 
cific was begun there were many conserva- 
tive Americans who admitted that the road 
could ‘be built, but contended that there 
never would be much business for it to do, 
They said it was altogether too far north. 
They would have scoffed at the idea of the 
construction of a road still farther to the 
north. But the day came when the Cana- 
dian Pacific was built. That road has been 
able to get along during the winters without 
much difficulty. The Grand Tronk trans- 
continental line may encounter perplexing 
winter problems. 

The business of the American lines will 
be little affected by the new road. That of 
the Canadian Pacific, no doubt, will be, for 
which reason it has been fighting the Grand 
Trunk in the dominion parliament, but 
without success. Parliament hag approved 
of a plan of construction, and now that the | 
Grand Trunk has accepted it nothing re- 
mains but to sell bonds and lay rails. 


MURDERING AT LONG RANGE. 

Mrs. Dye of Boone, Ia., was under ar- 
rest at that place for a few days on the 
charge of murder. It is alleged that she 
sent through the mails a box of poisoned 
candy to Miss Rena Nelson of Pierre, 8. D., 
who ate it and died. Jealousy is assigned 
as the motive for the crime. It is asserted’ 
that Mr. Dye was unduly attentive to Miss 
Nelson and that his wife knew of it and 
resented it. 

The authorities of South Dakota have 
asked those of lowa to surrender Mrs. Dye 
to them for trial. Gov. Cummins has re- 
fused to give her up. The federal statute 
and the lowa law concerning extradition 
contemplate the surrender of fugitives from 
justice—of a person who has fled from the 
state in which he committed a crime and has 
taken refuge in another state. Mrs. Dye 
never was in South Dakota and cannot have 
fled from there. In view of the language of 
the statutes and of decisions of the Supreme 
courts of the United States and of Iowa 
Gov. Cummins says regretfully that he can- 
not comply with the request of the South 
Dakota authorities. 

Unless Mrs. Dye goes voluntarily to South 
Dakota she will not be tried there, Gov. 
Cumminssays. She cannot be tried in lowa, 
because if there was murder it was com- 
mitted in Pierre when’ the candy was re 
ceived and eaten. So if Mrs. Dye is guilty— 
she says she is not—she never can be pun- 
ished in any human court. She was re- 
leased from custody yesterday after Gov. 
Cummins decided she could not be extra- 
dited. 

This case recalls a similar one, which 
made quite a stir about five yearsago. Mrs. 
Cornelia Botkin, a resident of California, 
was accused of sending a box of poisoned 
candy through the mails to a woman in 
Delaware, who ate it and died. The Dela- 
ware authorities endeavored to extradite 
Mrs. Botkin, but failed. She was not a 
fugitive from justice. But she was in- 
dicted and tried in California, and the Su- 
preme court of that state found nothing 
irregular therein because the penal statutes 
of California provide for the punishment of 
crimes committed “ wholly or in part ” with-

crime which consisted in mailing the candy 
was committed in California, and hence its 
courts had jurisdiction. 
Presumably the criminal code of Iowa does | 
not contain the same provision as that of 
California, In that event Gov.

cannot be tried in Iowa. Hither the extra- 
dition laws of the states should be amended 
so as to allow of the surrender of persons 
accused of such acts as those charged 
against Mrs, Dye and Mrs. Botkin or pro- 
vision should be made for their trial in the 
states where they live. An amendment of 
the extradition laws is preferable, because 
it will not then be necessary to bring a num- 
ber of witnesses from the state where the 
crime was consummated to the one where 
the first step towards the commission of the 
crime was taken, 


ANOTHER BALKAN ROORBACK! . 

It was reported yesterday from St. Peters- 
burg that “ the czar has assented to the for 
mation of a volunteer corps of 1,000 men, 
consisting of Bulgarians, Montenegrins, and 
Servians, to go to the front, on condition 
that they are thoroughly qualified in every 
respect for hard service and that they be 
seconded by thelr own armies.” 

If this be true it is the most important 
event since the declaration of war. The 
enlistment of Bulgarians, Servians, and 
Montenegrins is in direct contravention of 
all principles of neutrality. If the govern- 
ments of the three Balkan states permit the 
enrollment of thelr citizens to fight against 
Japan they are committing an act of war 
against Japan. The czar is said to have 


unteers on condition that“ they be seconded 
by their own armies.” What does being 
“seconded” mean? That is a new phrase. 
Does it mean that the Bulgarian, Servian, 
and Montenegrin armies shall take the field 
against Japan? If so, is Japan attacked by 
two or more powers? Perhaps, however, 
the Balkan states are not considered “ pow-" 
ers.”’ 

The presence of Balkan volunteers at the 
front would add new horrors to the war. 
These fighters have never deserved Napo- 
leon’s complaint—that “ nowadays nations 
make war with rosewater.” Montenegrins 
and Bulgarians fought with Russia against 
‘Turkey in 1877-’78, and they perpetrated 
on the Turks atrocities comparable only to 
the atrocities which the Turks perpetrated 
on them. | 

But there is another angle to this matter, 
Bulgaria is nominally the vassal] of Turkey. 
Does Turkey consent to the Bulgarian army 
“ seconding ” the Bulgarian volunteers? If 
so, Japan probably would deem itself at- 
tacked by two powers, for, whether or not 
the Balkans are placed in the same category 
with Corea as nonpowers, Turkey cannot 
be dismissed so lightly, _ 

Suppose, then, that this point is got 

around by Turkey entering a formal protest 
against Bulgarian action. Japan would 
then be in an excellent position to enlist a 
few Manchurian volunteers, if “ thorough- 
ly qualified in every respect for hard serv- 
ice.” The “red bearded Chunchuses,” for 
instance, of whom Viceroy Alerxieff so pro- 
foundly disapproves, quhlified already 
for the hardest kind of service. Their en- 
roliment would supply the greatest Japanese 
military need—good cavalry. Officered by 
Japs, they would, in the opinion of so expe 
rienced an observer as Bennet Burleigh, 
surpass the Cossacks. * 
_ With the Chunchuses on one side and the 
Montenegrins, etc., on the other the war 
would speedily lose even that slight scent of 
rosewater which hangs round it still. With 
the Chunchuses on the side of Japan, Russia 
undoubtedly “would allege that China was 
not observing its pledges of neutrality. 
Then China would protest that it had no 
cognizance of any violation of neutrality, 
and would take steps to see that none oc- 
curred in the future. Russia wouldn’t be 
apt, however, to heed such excuses. China 
might be dragged in. Then the deluge. 

The most hopeful aspect of the Balkan 
enlistment story is the strong possibility 
that it is not true.

It. ig not true that Prince Prosper of Aren- 
has been acquitted and set free as the 

result of the third trial to which he has. 
just been subjected for a cowardly and 
brutal murder perpetrated under circum- 
stances of frightful atrocity some years 
ago in Africa. At the first trial the prince 
was condemned to death. This was commut-— 
ed, and then a second trial was ordered, and 
he was sentenced to fifteen. years’ penal 
servitude, which was mitigated to fifteen 
years’ ordinary’ imprisonment. About a 
year ago a great scandal was created by the 
stories circulated as to the privileges and 
advantages which he was allowed in prison 
and which led to the dismissal of the prin- 
cipal officers of the penitentiary. But the 
investigation in connection therewith 
brought to light such extravagances and ec- 
centricities of conduct on the part of the 
prince, even in jail,. that this, taken in con- 
junction with his record prior to his de- 
parture for Africa and his conduct in the 
colony, raised doubts as to whether he had 
not all the time been insane. 

Accordingly, another trial was ordered, and 
the testimony produced there was such that 
he was pronounced irresponsible, and, while 
acquitted of felony on that score, yet was 
relegated for the remainder of his days to 
an asylum for the criminal insane, and 
from which he will never emerge. He does 
not recover his liberty. He merely ex- 
changes a fifteen years’ term in a peni- 
tentiary for a lifelong incarceration in a 
state asylum for the criminal insane, while 
the grand old family of which he is a de- 
generate scion is merely spared the stigma 
of felony from its annals and from iis 
escutcheons. 

The prince is a younger brother of the 
duke of Arenberg, between whose honors 
and himself there is but the life of the little 
boy of the duke. The latter made his head- 
quarters until recently at Brussels, where 
he owned a magnificent and historic palace, 
which has now, I believe, passed into the 
possession either of the Belgian government , 
or of the city of Brussels. Henceforth } 
he will make his headquarters In Germany, 
where he occuples seats in the houses of 
lords of Prussia, Wtirtemberg, Bavaria, and 
also, I believe, in Austria. His family is one 
of those mediatized or formerly sovereign 
ones which still retain the right of marriage 
with royalty on a footing of equality. 


King Edward has been twice to call on 
Lady Curzon since her return to London 
from India, and the queen received her most 
graciously and even affectionately at Buck- 
ingham palace. In fact, she has been over- 
whelmed with attentions since her arrival in 
Pngland. Although Lord Curzon, who will 
join her in May, is slated to return to India 
for a further term of office as viceroy In the 
fall, yet it is unlikely that the project will be 
carried into execution. For it ig almost cer- 
tain that between now and the autumn the 
cabinet will go to pleces, and in that event 
the liberal administration under Lord Rose- 
bery, which would undoubtedly take its 
place, would certainly insist on having a man 
of its own political ideals as governor general 
of India rather than a tory such as Lord 
Curzon. The fact that Lord and Lady Cur- 
zon have compelled the United States am- 
bassador to vacate their mansion in Carlton 
House terrace indicates that they do not pro- 
pose to return to India. For if they had 
merely intended to spend a few weeks—that 
is to say, only the summer—in England, they 
would certainly have rented a furnished 
house for the season, or else go to a hotel, 
rather than force Ambassador Choate to ter- 
minate his occupation of their mansion, In 
which he was anxious to remain as long as 
he continued United States envoy to the court 
of St. James, and for which he was paying 
them a large rent. 

The health of both Lord and Lady Curzon 
has been much Impaired by their residence in 
India, and my own conviction, based on let- 
ters from London, is that neither of them will 
return to the east after the viceroy comes 
home in May. 


' Lord Curzon, by the way, is the only one 
not actually a member of King Edward's 
family who has the chain of the Royal Vic- 
torian order. In fact, all the other wearers 
of the chain are monarchs or princes of the 
blood, with the exeeption of the dukes of 
Argyll and of Fife, one of whom its the 
brother-in-law and the other the son-in-law 
of the king. The chain of the Victorian order 
isa e still higher than that of the knight 
grand cross, and the cross of the order, in- 
stead of being worn suspended to a ribbon, is 
hung around the neck by means of a gold 
chain precisely in the same manner as the 
cross of the order of Hohenzollern, conferred 
by the German emperor. Lord Curzon re- 
ceived this altogether exceptional distinction 
from King Edward at the time of the corona- 
tion durbar, when it was handed to him in 
the name of Dadward VII. at Delhi by the duke 
of Connaught. 


Until her husband’s accession to the 
throne, Queen Alexandra and her daughters 
when fn London were frequent attendants at 
the Sunday evening service of several -well 
known metropolitan churches, favoring more 
particularly those where the ritua! was of the 
character known as high church. Since 
Queen Victoria’s death, however, she has 
altogether abandoned this practice, and when 
in London confines her churehgoing to one of 
the two royal chapels, either at St. James or 
Martborough house, or to the so-called 
“service room,” which ts redily a private 
chapel, at Buckingham palace. King George 
IV. used it as a music room.

| AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. | 


TENNYSON’S SUPPRESSED POEMS. 
Some Little Known Verses of the Late 
Laureate, 


A book of considerable value to the student 
is TENN YSON’S SUPPRESSED POEMS,” 
collected’ by Mr. J. Thompson. (Harper & 
Bros.) Unlike many of the poets of his own 
and the preceding generation, Tennyson was 
surrounded by friends as anxious as he for 
his fair fame. In consequence poems which 
threatened at the time to detract in any way 
from the poet's fame were allowed to rest un- 
disturbed in the columns of newspapers and 
magazines. It is from such sources that Mr. 
Thompson has gathered the contents of the 
present volume. 

Our first observation fs the large number of 
sonnets. As we pase from one to another 
we become more and more convinced that the 
sonnet was a form of poetical expression fll 
suited to Tennyson’s genius. He never ac- 
quired the art of singing gracefully through 
the cramped measures. There was scarcely 
room for the similes, hidden metaphors, and 
glowing descriptions so characteristic of his 
best work. 

Though we regret that there are many 
poetical attempts so flippant and trivial as 
to seem unworthy of Tennyson's signature, 
we find four verses which opened “ A Dream 
of Fair Women ” in the edition of 18383. In 
the second, 1842, edition they were sup- 
pressed. Why, it is impossible to say. Sure- 
ly not because of any lack of artistic merit. 
FitzGerald pronounced them “a perfect 
poem by themselves.”” We quote In full; 

As when a man that sails fn a balloon, 

Downlooking, sees the solid, shining ground 
Stream from beneath him in the broad, bjue moon, 

Tilth, hamlet, miead and ground; 


And takes his flags and waves them to the mob 
That shouts below, all faces turned to where 
Glows ruby like the far up crimson globe, 
Filled with a finer air: 


So, lifted high, the poet, at his will, 
Lets the great world flit from him, seeing all, 
Higher thro’ secret eplendors mounting still, 
Self-poised, nor fears to fall. 


Hearing part the echoes of his fame, 
While I spoke thus, the ssedeman, Memory, 
Sowed by deep furrowed thought with many «@ 


name 

Whose glory will not die. 

The poem opening the book is “ Timbue- 
too.”""” which won for its author the chancel- 
lor’s medal at the Cambridge commencement, 
1829. Tennyson was but 20 years old at the 
time, and the production is one of which 
he might well be proud. With all fts faults, 
it heralds the coming master artist. 

With the exception of these two poems, 
there is, perhaps, little else in the book of 
any intrinsic merit. Yet its publication will 
scarcely detract from the poet’s fame; they 
but demonstrate the true sensitiveness of his 
artist’s nature.

ILLINOIS HISTORY IS WANTED. 


Journal of Convention Which Framed 
First State Constitution in 1818 


Is Being Sought. 


Chicago, March 9.—[ Editor of The Tribune.) 
~—In an address on the “ History of Ininols 
and the State's Duty in Respect Thereto,” de- 
livered by the late Judge Elliott Anthony of 
Chicago before the Illinois State Bar associa- 
tion in 1892, he alluded to the fact that the 
proceedings of the constitutional convention 
which framed TPlinols first constitution in 


. 1818 had been lost, and that no trace of them 


can be found. He stated that it Is tolerably 
certain that the journal of this convention 
was printed, for in the session laws of 1819 
appears an appropriation bill containing a 
charge of $156 “ for printing the journal of 
the convention.” 

Judge Anthony was of the belief that some- 
where in the southern counties of this state, 
among the rubbish at the county seats, or 
among the musty collection of old books and 
papers of the public men of that period, a 
copy of this valuable document might be 
found if a systematic search should be made 
to discover it. The people of Bond, Washing- 
ton, Madigon, St. Clair, Monroe, Randolph, 
Jackson, Johnson, Franklin, lnion, Pope, 
White, Edwards, and Crawford counties 


were requested to make a search fon this 


valuable document, and report to the secre- 
tary of state. 

Many years have passed, and it is 
not known whether any further light has 
beén thrown upon this. Since then consider- 
able progress has been made tn histonical re- 
search, so necessary in the state of Illinois, 
and the State Historical society has been

Denies Outright That He Ever Consent- 
ed for the American League to Play 
Exhibition Games at Ridgewood 
Park and Says He Is Tired of the 


York-Brooklyn Date—Approves of 
President Pulliam’s Statement. 


Hérmann of the national baseball commis- 
sion returned from New York today and 
emphatically denied the statement contained 
in the interview given out by President 
Johnson of the American league at Phila- 
delphia, in which the latter was quoted as 
saying he. had a conference with Hermann 
during which the latter had granted the 
New. York American league club permission 
te play exhibition games at Ridgewood park. 
Hermann said: 

‘I. never had a conference with Johnson 
relative to the playing of exhibition games 
at Ridgewood. 

“ Relative to the charge that the National 
league changed its schedule after it had 
been submitted to the American league, I 
want to say that Mr. Dreyfuss assurea John- 
son in my presence that that had not been 
done, and Johnson seemet? perfectly satisfied | 
with the explanation. The fact that there 
are two more conflicting dates in New York 
than the original dates called for is easily 
explained. It was discovered after the Na- 
tional league schedule had been adopted that 
the New York National league was short 
two games at home, and these had to be in- 
serted in the schedule and caused the two 
additional conflicting dates. Johnson is 
howling because we have arranged a sched- 
ule which lets the New York National league 
club open in Brooklyn. I don’t think the 
American league has any right to dictate as 
to where and when our clubs should play 
after we have conceded to them everything 
they asked for. 

' “In conelusion, I want to say that this 
continued wrangling in the public press over 
the most trivial matters must be decidedly 
distasteful and tiresome to the public by 
this time. If there is to be organized base- 
ball let this ridiculous talk cease and let us 
put in more. time for the benefit and the 
welfare of the sport. I read Mr. Pulliam’s 
interview with a great deal of satisfaction.”’

The facts show Monger and Henry had a policy 
of $5,000 containing said clause on which payment 
was refused after a fire because of alleged fallure 
to comply with the iron safe agreement. Suit was 


‘entered and judgment’ obtained in the District 


court, which was reversed by the Third Appellate 
court, from which a writ of error wae granted, but 
is now affirmed. The Appellate court reversed in 
favor of the insurance company on the ground that 
an inventory. of stock had not been taken in twelve. 
months as- stipulated, and that a set of books had 
not been kept es required. The Supreme court 
finds it unnecessary to pass on the sufficiency of 
the inventory, but as to the other point ite opinion 
is Interesting, being in part as follows: 

“Detailed cash strips made by plaintiff's cash 
register are in no sense in compliance with the re- 
quirement of the policy to keep a set of books, 
etc. Bvidence showed conclusively that these 
strips constituted the only record kept by plaintiffs 
of cash sales made for about six months. We think 
a set of books means something more than loése 
memoranda like the strips which plaintiffs kept, 
and with such requirement to keep books we have 
no hesttation tn holding that the cash strips kept 
by plaintiffs meet no such compliance in any sense 
whatever. There is undisputed evidence in this 
case showing there was no compliance or warranty 
to keep a set of books, and the trial ames erred in 
refusing at the request of defendants to instruct 
the jury to return a ee for defendants.’’

| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE. | 


There were hints yesterday that Kauft- 
man of St. Louis, to whom some have traced 
gelling here for several days, was a free 
early seller,’ both here and at St. Louis. On 
the early break there was considerable sell- 
ing by southwestern houses, and some 
thought this was an effort to raid the mar- 
ket. There is a big scattered short interest 
in wheat which might be started to cover by 
some change in the market's course, but 
as yet there has been no cause for uneasi- 
ness among that element until yesterday. 
Although the upturn was sharp and came 
without much warning, it remains to be seen 
whether the change of front was more than 
ephemeral, and whether more material help 
than results from a possible crop scare and 
light stocks will be needed. ; 

As some of the water has been dired out of 
the low grade corn, which is coming in bet- 
ter condition, it was probably in order to 
have some of the water squeezed out of the 
futures. The break came in the naire of a 
surprise to the local trade generally, who 
have been regaled with mysterious pointers 
to the effect something was doing in the 
May and that a sensational upturn might be 
booked. The change was sensational enough, 
but it was on the down grade. It is evident 
some rich operators are scalping the market 
through a group of commission houses, and, 
as the general outside trade is light, re- 
sponses to their initiative are sometimes 
quick and startling. 


No definite conclusion was reached yes- 
terday afternoon at the méeting of the clear- 
ing house committee to consider the Hos- 
ford system of clearing as modified by Man- 
ager Powell of the clearing house. It is 
understood, however, that the committee 
and the membership generally favor a 
change. Two points in the new system 
which are received with favor are the elimi- 
nation of those who are neither long nor 
short, but involved in trades which will not 
settle and the barrier against reckless 
trading and ‘‘ corners " imposed by the pro- 
posed change in margin calls, 

Arrangements have been made by which 
J. F. Harris and 8. C. Scotten will take over 
the Richardson business on March 21. The 
business will probably be operated under 
two heads, and all the Richardsons, it is 
said, except Erskine Richardson, ‘will go out. 
A line of elevators here, at Kansas City, 
at Gainsville, and at Galveston will be 
taken over, these being Santa Fé elevators, 
There also are country houses in Illinois, 
Missouri, and Kansas which will go over to 
the Harris control. ‘ 

The corn quality is showing steady im- 
provement. Of 112 cars inspected in there 
were 9 grading No. 2, 35 grading No. 8, 41 


grading No. 4, and only 27, ar less than 25 per 
cent, wl ig “no grade.” The arrivals of 
the poorer corn are so light the price ad- 
vanced le in spite of the speculative weak- 
ness.

The outlook 
is for smaller receipts as soon as the ship- 
ments on old sales are cleaned up. 

Winnipeg receipts of wheat continue to 
show larger than last year, 114 cars yester- 
day to 88 a year ago. The movement dur- 
ing the winter was kept down by the unusual 
‘severity of the weather, and js likely to be 
more liberal during the spring on that ac- 
count. 

The market nearest to the southwestern 
wheat fields still shows the least disturbance 
over the claims of damage by the long 
drought and the predictions of a short yield.

PALL IN CORN PRODUCTS. 


PREFERRED LOSES FOUR POINTS 
. DUBING THE DAY. 

Heavy Expenditures Out of Earnings, 
Rumors of Discord, and Competition 
Disturb Outside Shareholders—In- 
ternational Salt Makes No Financial 
Statement—Chicago and Milwaukee 
Electric February Earnings—Iinter- 

pational Silver—Financial Notes. 


Corn Products preferred dropped yester- 
day to 6 and started a number of new 
rumors. The shares sold Tuesday at 6, so 
that yesterday’s quotations made a decline 
of 4 points. | 

The chief reason for the late decline in the 
stock is the fact of earnings. The Chicago 
plant has not been able to operate at full 
capacity, owing to the explosion which 
wrecked a portion of it. At the same time its 
reconstruction has caused a large expend- 
iture out of earnings. Other improvements 
made to plants have caused large outlays, 
and these come out of earnings in the face 
of a business year not so good as the pre- 
vious one. 

The retirement of S. T. Butler has started 
another crop of rumors bearing on dissen- 
sions in the company. Relations have not 
been harmonious with the New York Glu- 
cose company, but the latter has nothing 
whatever to say in the management of the 
Corn Products company. 

Yesterday there were rumors of a reorga- 
nization of the Corn Products and sugges- 
tions of ill health and an overworked state 
of nerves on the part of President Matthies- 
sen. It may be doubted whether Mr. Mat- 
thiessen needs a rest in Europe on account 
of unstrung nerves. A casual glance at his 
physical proportions and some knowledge of 
his methods of business and life will not bear 
out the suggestion of frailty in any particu- 
lar. Temperate in all things and devoted 
to home life, and with a constitution of great 
strength, there is no room for a feeling of 
anxiety over the health of the president of 
the Corn Products company. Living twenty- 
five miles up the Hudson, he goes to and 
from business during the summer months 
in a steam yacht, which affords both recre- 
ation and comfort. 

As to competition, there is a considerable 
amount, principally that of the Warner plant 
at Waukegan. That plant, however, is now 
out of operation, though presumably it will 
be opened as soon as it can be repaired. 
There is another rather large concern which 
also has to be looked after. But President 
Matthiessen has told some of his friends that 
the; starch and karo syrup business would 
pay the dividend on the preferred stock of 
the Corn Products company. 


International Salt. _ 

At the annual meeting of the International 
Salt company no figures of operation were 
given. The International Salt assets con- 
sist largely of investments in the stock and 
bonds of the National Salt company, the 
Retsof Mining company, and the Internation- 
al Salt Company of Illinois. The National 
Salt company is in the hands of receivers 
and involved in litigation. It owes the In- 
ternational company $277,784. But not until 
the property is sold will the International 
company be able to realize on this account.

MUS? SHOW SECRET GAIN. 


ROCK ISLAND’S REORGANIZERS 
ORDERED TO GIVE PROFITS. 


Judge Dunne Decrees That Minority 
Stockholders Be Allowed to Exam- 
ine Books to Determine How Moore- 
Leeds Interests Manipulated Refi- 
nancing of System—Fraud Charge Is 
Made and Venner Seeks to Set Aside 
Transaction—Appeal to Be Made. 


The Moore-Leeds interests in the Rock 
Island system will be compelled to show 
Clarence H. Venner and all other minort- 
ty stockholders what profits they made out 
of the ‘old company in its reorganization 
several months ago. 

Judge Dunne yesterday decided that the 
plaintiffs .should be permitted to examine 
books and records of the roads in the Rock 
Is'and system and the minutes of the 
meeting in which the Moore interests secured 
control of the railroads. His order is directed 
to the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific rail- 
road company of Iowa, the Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific railway company of New 
Jersey, the Central Trust company of 
New York, and the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco raflroad company. 


Fraud Charges Are Made. 

During two months the fight of Venner and 
other minority stockholders has occupied the 
attentién of the Circuit court. It is averred 
by Mr. Venner that the books and records 
were manipulated by the Moore interests so 
as to deprive minority stockholders of their 
dues. Startling developments, it is believed, 
will result from an examination, 

Determined efforts will be made by the 
Moore interests to secure revocation of the 
decision by Judge Dunne. Their attorneys, 
John J. Herrick and John 8. Miller, at once 
gave notice they would carry the case to eae 
Appellate court. 

James Hamilton Lewis, counsel for the 
Venner interests, said: 

“The suit originally was brought by Ven- 
ner to force the company to put the books and 
papers of the new Rock Island deal at the 
service of the minority stockholders, who 
were not brought into the scheme by which 
the system was put in control of the Moore 
syndicate. The decision is upon only part 
of the case. Venner’s suit aims to set aside 
the whole reorganization of the road and to 


declare the stock and bonds void because of 


alleged general fraud in the deal.”
